President-Elect Will See

Miami Beach, Fla., January 28.— 
(®)—Former Governor Alfred E. 
Smith, of New York, will call at 11 
o'clock ‘®morrow morning on Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover at the pre-inaugural 
home on Belle isle. 

Decision of the democratic standard- 
bearer in 1928 to call on his victorious 
opponent was made tonight, some 
hours after Mr. Hoover had issued a 
public statement in which he said he 
would be glad if the former governor 
could find time to call, and that he 
would be “most happy to see him.” 

Mr. Hoover will go to his executive 
offices in the early forenoon to con- 
fer with other callers, but he prub- 
ably will receive the democratic lead- 
er at the Penney home on the opposite 
side of Belle Isle. 

It was stated that no pictures would 
be made of the meeting, which will 
be the first between the two men 
since they spoke from the same piat- 
form in Carnegie ball, New York city, 
nearly eight years ago. 

President-elect Hoover publicly an- 
nounced today that he would be glad 
to see Alfred E. Smith, his opponent 
in the recent spectacular presidential 


campaign, and the former New York 
governor said he would “get in tonch 
later,” presumably with Hoover heaJ- 
quarters on Belle Isle. 

Bar Publicity Stunt. 

The statement by Mr. Hoover was 
issued in response to an inquiry by a 
newspaper correspondent after a press 
agent for the city of Miami and the 
Biltmore hotel had sought to get the 
president-elect and the democratic 
standard bearer together in what Jead- 
ers of h parties looked upon as a 
“publicity stunt."’ The Hoover state- 
ment said: 

“By all means I should be glad if 
Governor Smith has the time to call. 
I should be most happy to see him.” 

Mr. Hoover's statement was issued 
from his executive offices on Belle 
Isle, which he visited today for the 
first time, and where he received a 
number of visitors, all of whom in- 
sisted that there had heen no po- 
litical discugsions during their stay 
with the president-elect. 

This was the first public pronounce- 
ment the next president had made 
since his return from his good will 
mission to: Latin America more than 
three weeks aco. 

Former Governor Smith remained 
at his hotel until shertly after noon 
when he was joined by Joseph M., 
Smoot, president of the Miami Jockey 
elub, with whom he drove to Miami 
Reach to have lunch with A. Mitchell 
Palmer, attorney ceneral in the Wil- 
son administration. 

As was the case yesterday his an- 
tomobile was preceded and flanked by 
a motorcycle patrol which kept sirens 
coing full blast as the eavaleade 
moved at rapid speed into Miami and 
across the public causeway over Bis- 
cayne bay to this beach city.

COAL FIELDS TOUR 


London, January 28.—(7)—After 
fulfilling an engagement in the Mid- 
lands today, the Prince of Wales re- 
turned to London this evening and 
then took the night train for New- 
castle on the first stage of his tour 
through the distressed mining dis- 
trict. 

The tour will be no picnic, for all 
day the snow has been falling in 
Northumberland and Durham, and a 
sharp frost was reported tonight. 

Starting after breakfast tomorrow, 
the prince intends to spend nine hours 
on an automobile trip over the coal 
fields, visiting probably 50 villages. 

There will be no addresses, flag 
waving or ceremonial welcomes. His 
itinerary is known only to himself and 
his secretary. The impromptu nature 
of the tour is based on the prince's 
purpose to gain a first-hand knowl- 
edge of actual conditions among sul- 
fering miners. | 

The three days’ tour will embrace 
more than 100 towns and villages. At 
the conelusion of this tour the prince 
intends to make a similar tour through 
the South Wales mining districts. At 
the conclusion of his journey he in- 
tends immediately to make known re- 
sults of his investigations to the pub- 
lic with a fresh appeal for public 
generosity in behalf of the miners. 


FARMERS DEMAND 
DUTY ON PRODUCE 


Heads of Federation and 
National Grange Appear 
Before Schedule Com- 
mittee. 


Washington, January 28.— (4) — 
Organized agriculture threw its weight 
today behind the movement for sweep- 
ing increases in tariff rates on all 
classes of farm products. | 


Appearing before the house ways 
and means committee at the fourth 
day of hearings given over to agricul- 
ture import duties, representatives of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion and Nationa] Grange joined in ap- 
pealing for higher tari{{ protection on 
scores of commodities. 

Submitting a proposal for increas- 
ing duties on items in 60 of the 80 
sections of the farm schedule, Chester 
iray, Washington representative of 
the American Farm Bureau feder- 
tion, declared it was his belief that 
“tariffs on raw farm crops will not 
necessarily increase the price over the 
retail counter but will protect the 
American farmer from his foreign low 
cost producer competitior.’ 

“If the American farmer can be 
protected from the competitor abroad 
who has the lowest cost,” Gray ar- 
gued, “there will be enough ef- 
ficiency and competition among farm- 
ers on our farms to supply food, 
clothing and shelter for our people at 
a reasonable price and on the basis of 
what we call the American standard 
of living.” 

Gray contended § that the. “Amer'- 
can consumer, who is very largely a 
farm resident as well as an inhabitant 
of towns and cities, in recent years, 
is troubled not with kitchen costs as 
the main factor in the cost of living, 
but with rent, motor costs, amuse- 
ments and various other modern farc- 


tors ‘which make the family budget 
shrink more than kitchen costs.”

BATTLE ON HARRIS 
DRY FUND TODAY 


Prohibitionists Will Try 
To Pass Measure To 
Keep It From Going to 
Conference. 


Washington, January 28.— (/) — 
With a stiff opposition in prospect, 
the house tomorrow will take up the 
senate proposal to put $24,000,000 in 
the hands of the president for prohibi- 
tion enforcement. 

The appropriation is tacked on the 
deficiency supply bill which will be 
called before the house shortly after it 
convenes by Representative Wood, of 


Indiana, ranking republican on the ap- 
propriations committee, who has signi- 
fied he will ask the house to disagree 
to the senate proposition and send the 
whole measure to conference. 

Although consideration of the ques 
tion is expected to give rise to a heat- 
ed discussion, democrats who are lead- 
ing a drive in behalf of the additional 
appropriation said that there probt- 
ably would not be any attempt tomor- 
row to put the house on record. 

If the bill is sent to conference, as 
many members think it will, it is the 
hope of a number of its supporters 
that in view of the size of the vote by 
which it was adopted in the senate, the 
conferees for that body will insist 
upon retention of the amendment in 
conference. This undoubtedly would 
force the house conferees to return to 
the house for instructions and if that 
were done supporters of the appropria- 
tion believe a record vote could be ob- 
tained, 

Several members alreday have signi- 
fied that there would be ‘“‘full and free 
discussion of the matter” and tomor- 
row has been set aside on the house 
schedule for the debate. 

The democratic Jeaders have ex- 
pressed belief that they would be able 
to muster enough votes to put the pro- 
vision over. They believe that there is 
a strong possibility that many dry re- 
publicans will feel that they cannot 
push their opposition to the extent ot 
voting against it. 

Among the republicans, . however, 
Representative Cramton, of Michigan, 
one the dry leaders, has declared 
his intention to fight the amendment. 
feeling that appropriations for prohibi- 
tion should follow the .same channels 
as do those for all other government 
purposes.

Washington, January 28.—(#)—A 
telegram from President-elect Hoover 
expressing agreement with the views 
of President Coolidge was read in the 
senate today as discussion on the 
eruiser bill was turning to Mr. Cool- 
idge’s insistence that the clause pro- 
viding for immediate construction of 
the 16 warships be eliminated. 

The communication was addressed 
to Mr. Coolidge and was sent to the 
senate by the president’s secretary, 
Everett Sanders. It was read in the 
g@enate by Chairman Hale, of the naval 
committee. Last night, Chairman 
Britten, of the house naval committee, 
had issued a statement representing 
Mr. Hoover as being in favor of re- 
taining in the pending cruiser bill the 
provision that the ships must be laid 
down before July 1, 1931. 

Text of Telegram. 
“My attention has been called to a 


statement respecting pending cruiser 
legislation appearing in this morning's 
press,” Mr. Hoover’s telegram read. 
“I have made no’ public er private 
statement upon this question, further 
than appeared during the campaign. 
I have stated universally to various 
callers that it would be improper for 
me to express any views on current 
matters of the semaep ae I re- 
gret if this reticence should’ result in 
misapprehension. As you know 
warmly support your views and you 
may so inform ethers if you wish to 
do so,” 

Immediately after reading the Hoo- 
ver telegram to the senate Chairman 
fale read a communication from Paul 
V. MeNutt, commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion, warmly endorsing the 
cruiser bill and declaring that the, 
former seryice men desired “steel ships, 
and not paper ships” ~ > } 

The reading of the two communica- 
tions, One after the other, drew a pro- 
test from Senator Brookhart, republic- 
an, lowa, who said it was obvious 
that the chairman desired to offset 
the president-elect’s views with those 
of the American Legion.

Director Lord, of Budget 
Bureau, Advocates Fail- 
ure To Fill Vacancies To 
Stop Deficit. 


Washington, January 28.— (#) ~ 
Addressing the business organization 
of the government for the last time, 
President Coolldge tonight issued a 
warning that rigid economy in federal 
expenditure must be continued and the 
“rapidly-mounting” cost of state and 
local governments must be sharply 
curtailed, if national prosperity is to 
be maintained. 

At the same time, the chief execu- 
tive declared that the budget system, 
“put into operation to save the coun- 
try from economic disaster,” had been 
fully justified by the results of its 
eight years of operation. He id 
tribute to Brigadier General H rt 
M. Lord, director of the budget bu- 
reau, and the “great rank and file 
of the government personnel” for the 
cooperation which he said had made 
the system a success. 

The president’s address was deliv- 
ered at the sixteenth regular meeting 
of the business organization. The 
sessions are held semi-annually and 
are attended by cabinet officers, heads 
of governmental bureaus and federal 


er of the evening, 
Steady -inctease in national éxpendi- 
tures must be éxpected, a circum- 
stance which, he said, must not weak- 
en the government’s budget policy. As 
one means of averting a threatened 
deficit for the — fiscal year, he 
recommended that vacancies be -al- 
lowed to remain unfilled until aftee 
June 30, bringing about a saving 
which he estimated at “the far from 
negligible sum of $12,500,000.” 

After enumerating the accomplishe 
ments of the last eight years, Mr. 
Coolidge declared that much remained 
to be done. In spite of determined ef- 
forts for economy, savings in interest 
due to reduction of the national debt, 
and four reductions in taxes, he said, 
government expenditures are showing 
a tendency to increase, Bills pending 
in congress a short time ago, he esti- 
mated, would have doubled the an- 
nual national outlay, while measures 
are now on the congressional calen- 
dars, approved by committees, which 
would, if passed, cost the government 
more than a billion dollars. But for 
a policy of rigid economy he said 
many of these would have become

Aitention should be paid to the 
problem _ of obtaining a main artery 
of traffic west of the Terminal sta- 
tion, similar to Spring street, on the 
east of the station, declared Clarke 
Donaldson, city chief of construction, 
Monday night at the regular monthly 
meeting of the South Fulton Civie 
federation at the Lee Street school. 
Mr. Donaldson pointed out that, with 
the Mitchell Street viaduct closed. 
there is only one approach to the 
Terminal station, that of Spring 
street, 2

indorsed the plans of the federation 
to» work for the widening of Lee 
street into an SO-foot boulevard from 
Peters street to the Clayton county 
line. Mr. Donaldson said that he 
understood that the county is about 
ready to go ahead on the widening 
and paving of West Hunter street, 
and that this matter will come up 
before the street committee of council 
on Friday. He also indorsed the pro- 
posed extension of Broad street frown 
Mitchell street, south.- , 


Mangum Street Recommended. 


In commenting onthe need of an- 
other approach to the Terminal xta- 
tion, Mr. Donaldson pointed out that 
110 trains arrive and depart . from 
the station every 24 hours. He sug- 
gested Mangum street as the traffic 
artery to parallel Spring street as 
the : new approach to the station. 

The assembly voted to have Dr. W. 
BR, Duvall, president of the federa- 
tion, appoint a special committee to 
push the Lee street widening project. 
This committee will appointed 
within.the next few days. Mrs, Ches- 
ter Johnson, president of the West 
End ,Woman's club, stated that plats 
showing the proposed width of the 
Lee street boulevard already have heen 
prepared by the construction depart-

Increase in Traffic. 


George West. of the Forward At- 
lanta commission, pointed to the esti- 
mated increase in automobile traffic 
as showing the necessity for wider 
boulevards in Atlanta. Mr. West said 
that it is estimated that Atlanta now 
has 70,000 automobiles, and that hy 
the expected doubling of the popula- 
(ion in the next ten years, that num- 
ber will be increased to 140,000 or 
200,000. Now is the logical time to 
widen both Je and Gordon streets, 
Mr. West saic. He told of a plan 
drawn up by Ivan Allen, of the For- 
ward Atlanta body, to establish a 
wide boulevard all the way around the 
city, the street to be of sufficient 
width to allow four cars to travel 
abreast in one direction.

‘The cost of state and local govern- 
ments are rapidly mounting. From 
$3,900,000,000 in 1921, the national 
industrial conference board estimates 
that they reached $7,931,000,000 in 
1927. ‘This is such a heavy drain on 
the earnings of the people that it is the 
greatest menace to the continuance of 
prosperity. It is a red flag warning 
us of the danger of depression and a 
repetition of the disaster which over- 
took the country in the closing days 
of 1920. It is a warning that should 
be heeded by every one entrusted with 
the expenditure or appropriation of 
public funds. It is the reason that 
further commitments by the national 
government for any new projects not 
absolutely necessary should be faith- 
fully resisted.”

The influence which the exiled lead- 
er retained in Russia was indicated 
last week when several hundred al- 
leged supporters of Trotzky were ar- 
rested in Moscow, charged with fos- 
tering’a campaign to return Trotzky 
to power.

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High Lights in the Cotton Market 


By Theo. H. Price, Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York 


So many observers of American | 
business, including nearly all of those 
whose buying has put the stock mar- 
ket up, speak of a “new era” that 
it may be appropriate to inquire 
whether cotton also has come under 
a new dispensation. For the distin- 
guishing characteristic of business 
since the post-war depression has been 
its stability. and the cotton market 
has had little feature except stability 
since estimates of the crop cente 
between 14,000,000 and 14,500, 
bales much earlier in the season. 

This week a ginning report was is- 
sued which indicated that the crop 
may reach the higher of those two 
figures, but it has disturbed the mar- 
ket very little. and the same may be 
said of all the other reports and 
‘news” by which the price presum- 
ably has been influenced during the 
past few months, for it has not been 
more than a cent away from the 
present quotation since early in Oc- 
tober. 

The query that this stavility sug- 
gests is whether it is to endure, and 
whether cotton has really entered a 
new era of limited fluctuations inso- 
far as the ups and downs of a staple 
which is affected by the hazards of 
agricultural production can be lim- 
ited, 

In the Bay of Funday on the north 
Atlantic coast, where the oceans wa- 
ters are impounded behind a series 
of islands and peninsulas separated 
by narrow channels, the rise and 
fall of the tide is as much as 60 feet, 
but at the equator where the oceans 
are widest and the flow of their 
waters unobstructed the tides are 
negligible. 

Perhaps an analogy may be drawn 
between these oceanographical facts 
and the cotton market without and 
with southern delivery against the 
contracts of the New York exchange. 
Without southern delivery the flow 
of the crop in fulfillment of the con- 
tract is impeded, but with it the en- 
tire supply of cotton in the country 
at any given time is available for de- 
livery against New York futures, and 
it is only reasonable to believe that 
an eventual effect of this broadening 
of the market will be an increase in 
its stability and in the orderliness of 
its response to the varied manifesta- 
tions of the law of supply and de- 
mand. 

If that is the case it may be proper 
to suggest that the margin require- 
ments of the brokers who sell the 
price insurance of the futures mar- 
kets to spinners and merchants may 
eventually be reduced and the cost 
of that indispensable protection ‘cu’ 
down by that much. If so the use of 
the market by spinners and planters 
as well as by the spectacular might 
be greatly i

SALVATION ARMY PACT 
HOPE DIM ON TRIAL EVE 


Gen. Booth’s Offer To Effect 
Reforms Reported 
Spurned. 


London, January 28,—(#)—Pros 
pects for peace in the Salvation 
Army's legal battle over a successor 
to the deposed general, Bramwell 
Booth, appeared meager tonight in 
authoritative Army quarters. 

On the eve of reopening of the case 
in chancery court tomorrow morning 
Army officers said they saw little 
hope for peace. 

Those in official circles said Bram- 
well Booth’s lawyers made an offer 
to Army solicitors over the week-end 
to the effect that General Looth 
would make certain reforms if adju- 
dication in court were set aside. It 
was stated, however, that the high 
council would maintain its stand that 
Bramjrell Booth no longer was gen- 
eral and therefore was not in a posi- 
tion to make such an overture. 

Should Bramwell Booth withdraw 
hig action tomorrow, that the council 
would reconvene Thursday and imme-| 
diately consider “the easiest way out” 
for the deposed leader, probably vot- 
ing him the honorary title of retired 
general and retirement funds suffi- 
cient for his present and future needs. 

Should the general fight on, how- 
ever, the councillors would consider 
essential the establishment of the va- 
lidity of the 1904 deed poll, not only 
as justification of the high council 
meeting but as a means already pro- 
vided for forcing Bramwell Booth to 
divest himself of the sole trusteeship 
of the Salvation Army's vast funds 
and properties. 

Other high Army officers at inter- 
national headquarters said within the 
week thousands of letters from Army 
ranks had been received with aseur- 
ances of the writer's support of the 
high council.
